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FREE  wards  and  the  clinics  of  this  institution 
are  for  the  care  of  the  poor,  afflicted  with  Diseases  of  the 
Skin  and  Cancer,  and  are  open  to  all  who  are  unable  to 
pay  for  medical  attendance.  While  intended  principally  for 
the  poor  of  this  city,  patients  from  all  localities  are  admitted 
to  their  privileges. 

Applicants  whose  appearance  would  indicate  them  to 
be  in  good  circumstances  are  refused  free  treatment,  unless 
they  satisfy  the  Superintendent  that  they  are  unable  to 
obtain  adequate  medical  advice  outside.  This  charity  should 
not  be  abused  by  physicians  sending  patients  for  consulta- 
tion who  are  able  to  pay  for  the  service  they  require. 

The  Hospital  is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions, 
and  is  devoted  to  the  public  welfare;  the  medical  and  surgi- 
cal officers  connected  with  the  Hospital  receive  no  pay  for 
their  services. 


The  Hospital  is  in  need  of  funds  for  the  continuance 
of  its  work.  Any  amount,  large  or  small,  will  be  thankfully 
received,  and  may  be  addressed  to  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Alfred 
R.  Kimball,  at  the  Hospital,  who  will  acknowledge  the  same, 
or  may  be  left  with  the  Superintendent.

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STATEMENT  BY  THE  PRESIDENT 


Several  matters  of  importance  to  the  Hospital  and  its 
constantly  growing  service  have  developed  in  the  year  just 
passed.  As  a  result  of  the  work  of  the  American  Society 
for  Control  of  Cancer  and  the  efforts  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession generally  in  educating  the  public  to  the  importance 
of  the  early  treatment  of  cancer,  it  is  evident  that  a  more 
wide -spread  interest  in  the  general  subject  of  cancer  is  being 
manifested  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  Because  of  this 
interest,  it  was  thought  it  might  be  well  to  send  an  appea] 
for  funds  to  aid  the  Hospital  to  a  larger  number  of  prob- 
able donors  than  has  been  our  custom  heretofore.  The 
results  have  more  than  met  our  expectations,  as  donations 
from  new  givers  have  been  received  from  every  State  in 
the  Union  and  from  points  as  far  distant  as  Hawaii,  Japan 
and  Lapland.  Thus,  a  very  considerable  addition  to  our 
former  list  of  contributors  has  been  secured.  The  interest 
which  such  gifts  indicate  has  heartened  those  who  have  the 
responsibility  of  administering  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital 
and  has  encouraged  them  to  continued  efforts  to  make  the 
important  work  which  the  Hospital  is  doing  successful. 

The  receipt  of  these  new  contributions,  which  were 
specially  designated  for  the  relief  of  the  deserving  poor, 
has  made  it  possible  for  us  to  use  funds  that  otherwise  would 
have  been  devoted  to  that  purpose  to  carry  out  a  much 
needed  plan  for  enlarging  and  refitting  the  quarters  de- 
voted to  the  X-Ray  and  Radium  Departments.  By  the 
alterations  made,  the  space  available  for  the  use  of  these 
Departments  is  now  divided  into  six  separate  rooms,  each 
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supplied  with  most  modern  facilities.  In  incorporating  a  lin- 
ing of  lead  into  all  the  walls  and  the  sliding  doors  and  by 
the  laying  of  composition  floors  throughout,  we  have  been 
advised  that  the  best  known  protection  against  penetration 
of  radiation  has  been  afforded.  In  addition  to  the  former 
equipment,  there  have  been  installed,  with  all  the  necessary 
accompanying  apparatus,  two  X-Ray  machines  of  the  latest 
and  most  approved  makes.  One  of  these  is  for  cases  requir- 
ing Deep  Therapy  Treatment  and  the  other  for  those  need- 
ing Superficial  Therapy  Treatment.  With  this  addition  to 
our  former  equipment  and  with  the  Radium  which  the 
Hospital  owns,  we  are  now  prepared  to  render  most  efficient 
service  in  these  very  important  departments  of  Hospital 
work. 

The  ladies  of  the  Social  Service  Association  and  of  the 
Linen  Group  have  each  continued  to  evidence  their  loyal 
interest  in  most  generously  supplying  the  special  needs  of 
the  Hospital  which  they  have  in  charge.  By  the  eminently 
successful  work  which  they  have  done,  which  includes  the 
raising  of  larger  sums  of  money  and  the  securing  of  the 
interest  and  co-operation  of  a  larger  number  of  new  friends 
for  the  Hospital  than  in  any  previous  year,  they  have  again 
demonstrated  the  great  usefulness  to  the  Hospital  of  their 
activities. 

Several  considerable  expenditures  that  were  absolutely 
necessary  for  repairs  to  our  old  buildings  have  emphasized 
the  uneconomic  use  of  money  that  if  added  to  other  funds 
could  have  been  so  much  more  wisely  employed  in  con- 
structing and  equipping  a  new  hospital.  In  the  absence  of 
sufficient  funds  for  modernizing  our  plant  these  expendi- 
tures have  had  to  be  made.  It  will  be  a  great  misfortune 
if  similar  expenditures  have  to  be  continued,  but  they  will 
necessarily  have  to  be  until  our  present  antiquated  buildings 
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can  be  replaced  by  a  new  one.  Many  of  our  new  contributors 
may  not  know  how  handicapped  our  work  is  because  of  the 
conditions  thus  indicated.  Having  long  ago  outgrown  our 
main  Hospital  building,  we  have  from  time  to  time  acquired 
adjoining  properties  consisting  of  old  private  dwellings. 
These  have  been  made  over  but  have  never  been  well 
adapted  for  hospital  purposes.  The  work  has  now  grown 
to  such  proportions  that  with  every  available  foot  of  these 
additional  buildings  utilized,  there  is  still  not  room  for  the 
proper  treatment  of  the  ever  increasing  number  of  patients, 
more  especially  in  our  greatly  overcrowded  clinics,  where 
we  had  over  one  hundred  thousand  calls  for  our  services 
last  year. 

As  an  alternative  to  an  organized  drive  for  funds  which 
in  most  cases  does  not  now  meet  with  as  favorable  a  response 
from  the  public  as  formerly,  it  is  hoped  that  the  frequent 
calling  attention  to  the  importance  of  the  work  we  are  doing 
and  the  urgency  of  our  need  for  increased  facilities  will 
make  its  appeal  to  some  one  who  has  the  means  and  the 
will  to  help  us  build  a  new  Hospital  or  at  least  a  new  wing 
that  would  in  part  relieve  our  immediate  great  want  of 
additional  space.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 


Surgical  Department 

The  activities  in  this  department  have  been  on  mr.ch  the  same  lines 
as  in  preceding  years:  873  patients  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  during 
the  year,  :md  837  operations  were  performed.  In  the  Out-Patient  Surgical 
Clinics  1,670  new  and  2,939  old  patients  were  seen,  making  a  total  of 
4,609  consultations;  184  operations  were  performed  in  the  out-patient 
department.  In  the  Nose  and  Throat  Department  there  were  1,249 
consultations,  of  which  448  were  new  patients  and  801  old  patients. 
This  make?  a  grand  total  of  5,858  consultations  for  the  Out-Patient 
Department  of  the  Surgical  Service. 

The  physicians  of  the  Attending  and  House  Staff  have  held  their 
monthly  conferences  as  usual  and  have  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  the  frank 
discussion  of  their  difficult,  puzzling  and  interesting  experiences  in  the 
observation  and  treatment  of  their  patients.  The  Follow-Up  Clinics  have 
continued  to  be  of  great  service  to  the  patients,  whose  condition  after 
discharge  from  the  hospital  is  thus  checked  up.  The  Social  Service 
Department  has  likewise  furnished  information  regarding  discharged 
patients  who  either  failed  to  attend  the  Follow-Up  Clinics  or  who  were 
unable  to  come  to  the  hospital. 

Lack  of  space  compels  the  cutting  down  to  a  minimum  the  admission 
of  patients  who  would  be  likely  to  require  hospital  attention  for  a  long 
time,  for  if  our  limited  number  of  beds  were  filled  with  chronic  cases, 
the  admission  of  new  patients  would  soon  be  seriously  blocked  and  our 
activities  hampered. 

Dermatological  Department 

In  the  Dermatological  Department  the  same  overcrowding  exists  a& 
in  the  other  departments;  in  this  department  it  is  more  acute  on  account 
of  the  enormous  number  of  patients  applying  for  treatment.  In  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  overcrowding  has  become  a  matter  of  serious  import. 

Research  work  in  the  commoner  diseases  of  the  skin  is  being  done. 
The  appointment  of  an  Associate  in  Chemo-Therapeutics  has  aided  this

research  work  greatly.  Through  his  efforts  and  with  the  aid  of  his  per- 
sonal assistants  about  1,200  blood  analyses  have  been  done  in  addition 
to  personal  treatment  to  an  average  of  60  patients  each  clinic  period 
when  he  is  present. 

Three  hundred  and  twelve  Dermatological  patients  were  admitted 
to  the  beds  of  the  hospital.  In  the  Out-Patient  Department  there  were 
22,412  new  and  47,184  old  patients  seen,  making  a  total  of  69,596 
consultations. 

The  installation  of  new  apparatus  in  the  X-ray  department  has  in- 
creased the  efficiency  of  this  department.  The  attached  tabulated  report 
gives  the  details  of  its  work. 

The  dental  radiographer  does  the  dental  work  for  the  Dermatological 
patients  in  addition  to  his  raidographic  work. 

The  Nose  and  Throat  Department  continues  to  be  of  great  value  to 
the  other  departments.

Study  of  the  tabulated  statistical  report  for  the  year  shows  an  in- 
crease over  the  year  1924  in  the  number  of  biopsies  in  dermatological 
conditions  and  in  the  number  of  patients  referred  to  the  laboratory  for 
examinations  for  pathogenic  fungi,  1,597  having  been  so  examined  during 
the  year.  The  efficiency  of  the  laboratory  staff  has  been  increased  by  the 
appointment  of  a  third  dermatological  interne  who  spends  the  first  four 
months  of  his  service  in  the  Laboratory  assisting  in  the  various  procedures 
which  have  to  do  with  pathological  diagnosis  in  dermatology.  Through 
the  co-operation  of  C.  N.  Meyers,  Ph.D.,  and  his  assistants,  the  Laboratory 
is  credited  with  a  large  number  of  blood  sugar  determinations. 


DEPARTMENT  FOR  SYPHILIS  AND  UROLOGICAL 
DEPARTMENT 

The  wisdom  of  establishing  these  two  separate  departments  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  the  Syphilis  Department  is  now  the  second  largest  in 
the  Dispensary,  having  a  total  attendance  for  the  year  of  10,760.  The 
Urological  Department  is  third  largest  with  a  total  attendance  of  9,204. 
In  both  of  these  departments  the  evening  clinics  have  a  much  larger 
attendance  than  the  day  sessions  notwithstanding  the  fact  the  fees  charged 
by  the  evening  clinics  are  higher  than  those  of  the  day  clinics.  Promising 
new  methods  of  treatment  are  constantly  being  investigated  and  the  work 
is  kept  abreast  with  the  modern  conception  of  the  treatment  of  venereal 
disease.
